The Serenity of Omnipotence 


God is never anxious. When we are, 
we are not trusting him. For he tells us, 
through Paul: “In nothing be anxious; 
but in everything by prayer and .supplica- 
tion with thanksgiving let your requests 
be made known. unto God” (Phil. 4:6, 
R. V.). The following statement by Hec- 
tor Mackinnon, quoted in the Keswick 
Calendar, is one we all need: “We are dis- 
posed to lose heart and give up the strug- 
gle in which we are engaged when we 
contemplate the number and. strength of 
the adversaries arrayed in our time against 
the Lord and his anointed. But ‘greater 
is he who is with us than all who may be 
against us,’ He is the Everlasting One, 
and he is supreme. Though his purpose 
takes long in fulfillment, yet he is working 
in the serenity of omnipotence, and what 
he hath said he will do, what he hath prom- 
ised he will make good. It is the goodwill 
of the Father to give thee the kingdom, 
and the Father’s Other Self will take care 
that that goodwill is abundantly executed.”

us are crazy to some extent. There is no 
such thing as a perfectly sane person. After 
searching for centuries, science ... psy- 
chiatrists . . . have yet to find a perfectly 
sound mind.” 

But here was one man, at least, way 
back there in the time of Christ, with a 
“perféctly sound mind” — when Christ came 
into his life. And there have been many 
others, ever since, with perfectly sound 
minds, and there are many such today. 
But all of them owe their sound minds to 
the simple fact that the Lord Jesus came 
along one day and. they have been glad 
to sit at his feet ever since. 

And yet there is more than a grain of 
truth in what the alienist has said. The 
ever growing increase in mental disease to- 
day is only too apparent. Dr. Martin G. 
Carter, head of the Psychopathic Depart- 
ment of the Los Angeles General Hospital, 
which is one of the largest hospitals. in 
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the world, told the writer that there is an 
average of about 19,000 insane patients in 
the hospitals of California, besides those 
in: private institutions, jails, and elsewhere. 
He said 3,500, on the average, pass through 
his department every year, and that his 
patients number from seventy-five to one 
hundred all the time. 

Official figures show that the insane in 
the state hospitals of the United States 
increased by 9,005 during 1920, and by 
11,555 during 1930. The United States 
Census Report comments: “The rapid in- 
crease during recent years in the number 
of insane patients has in most parts of the 
country seriously taxed the facilities of 
state hospitals.” 

Dr. Paul E. Bowers, a noted psychiatrist, 
says: “In the United States there are more 
than 338,000 insane persons, 150,000 feeble- 
minded :men, women, and children, and 
more than 100,000 criminals housed in a 
total of approximately 5,125 institutions.” 

What are the causes of this sad state of 
affairs? Dr. Carter assigned three main 
or permanent causes and one temporary 
cause. The three main causes, he said, are: 
first, “poor parental stock,” parents with 
poorly organized nervous constitutions; 
second, sex disease; third, alcohol and 
drugs. He specially emphasized alcohol. 
As temporary causes he mentioned such 
sudden occurrences as great fires, storms, 
earthquakes, and the like. People who are 
emotionally unstable are apt to “go off” 
at such times. “Immediately following the 
earthquake of March, 1933,” he said, “we 
had a marked increase of patients. Some- 
times all that these need is rest and quiet 
until their nerves adjust themselves; but 
some become permanently insane. Then 
there are the criminally insane, of whom 
there are not a few.” 

A book entitled “Foundations of Mental 
Health,” by Dr. Leonardo Bianchi, a high 
Italian authority (American translation, 
Appletons), gives some significant facts. 
“Urban life,” says Dr. Bianchi, “diminishes 
the vitality of the race.” Families in great 
cities like London and Paris do not survive 
beyond five generations, he says. He'speaks 
of “the indubitable decline amiong the great 
nations of civilized: peoples.” The average 
length of life has increased in the last 
sixty to eighty years, but also “percentages 
of ... .' lunatics, criminals, imbecifes, in- 
sane, and feeble-minded . . . have relatively 
increased.” 

Among the causes of “chronic nervous 
fatigue” are noted: “First, anxiety — 
struggle to live; second, flurry in chase 
after wealth; third, haste. to ‘arrive’; 
fourth, race for pleasure; fifth, exaltation 
of the hedonistic [pleasure-seeking] sense 
of life.” 

Mankind, Dr. Bianchi says, has lost the 
“sober and austere character” of earlier 
times. A man “wears out his parts like 
a machine.” There is “a great and ever 
increasing number of defectives. .. . Stature 
and physical fitness for military service is 
decreasing in all countries except the Scan- 
dinavian.” Thirty-seven to thirty-eight per 
cent of young men in the cities are unfit 
for military service, he says. 

“War emotions have raised to a very 
high pitch the neurotic and criminal dia- 
pason of the nations whose vibrations will 
repercuss: upon future generations.” The 
Moorish wars, he says, and the Napoleonic 
wars, left their permanent marks upon the 
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manhood of Spain and France. Figures 
are given showing the increase in insanity 
and feeble-mindedness in Italy, England, 
Scotland, and Germany in recent years. 

Cicero, the great Roman orator and 
statesman, said long ago: “The diseases 
of the mind are more numerous and de- 
structive than those of the body.” 

We were made in the image of God. 
Our bodies, which are carnal, are in many 
respects not unlike those of the animals: 
But that which raises us infinitely above 
the animals is the mind; the intellect or 
spirit, knowing God; the soul, or emotions 
and. feelings, conscious of self; and the 
sovereign will. 

No physical injury or ailment is so sad 
as the dethronement of the mind. Insanity 
is caused by sin. Sin began in the garden 
of Eden. Disease, to be visited, because 
of iniquity, “upon the children unto the 
third and fourth generation” (Num. 14: 
18), is the direct result oi sin; not always 
in the individual but in the family and race. 

The increase in insanity, which is part 
and parcel of man’s misguided self-rule on 
the earth, is accompanied by increase in 
other diseases, and by the appearance of 
new diseases, such as infantile paralysis, 
sleeping sickness, and “flu.” The last, 
which was a world pestilence, is said to 
have broken out mysteriously on board a 
ship thousands of miles from land. Medi- 
cal science and skill, which in modern times 
has reached marvelous efficiency, and which 
is doing so much in the war against disease 
through sanitation, painless surgery, and 
other new methods, is nevertheless far 
from keeping pace with the growth of 
disease. Incidentally, medical science owes 
much to the health rules laid down by 
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Moses by- inspiration centuries: before the 
time of Christ. 

All this menace and increase of disease 
is a fulfillment of the prophecy spoken by 
our Lord (Matt. 24:7) when he described 
the end of this age and the signs that should 
indicate his return. 

But sin is much more than the. cause 
of the disease of insanity; sin is insanity. 
“The fool hath said in his heart, There is 
no God.” The alienist quoted in’ this 
editorial is: nearer right than many would 
admit. Another authority .on this subject 
has said: “The wonder is, not that so 
many are insane; the wonder is that so 
many are sane.” This has large truth also. 
The strain on the nervous system of mod- 
ern life, with its noise, confusion, uncer- 
tainty, and anxiety is terrific.. Wars and 
rumors of wars ring in our ears, death 
is all-around us; in the midst of plenty 
we are in want. The wonder is indeed that 
“so many are sane.” 

We. were made to love, to serve, and to 
glorify God: our Creator and Redeemer. It 
was intended that we should find our 
supreme happiness, growth, and usefulness 
in these capacities.. The man or woman 
who turns away from these blessings and 
privileges has an irrational mind. Only 
as men and women receive Christ as Sav- 
iour and walk with God, .in whose image 
they were made, can they manifest peace 
and happiness. “For God hath not given 
us the spirit of fear; but of power, and of 
love, and of a sound mind” (2 Tim. 1:7). 

“Then they went out to see what was 
done; and came to Jesus, and found the 
man, out of whom the devils were departed, 
sitting at the feet of Jesus, clothed, and in 
his right mind.” 
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A Correction from Indo-China 


Last summer THE SuNpAy ScHOOL 
Times (issues of June 30, July 7) pub- 
lished two remarkable editorials entitled 
“Going Down in the Valley.” They were 
written by Mrs. Homera Homer-Dixon, 
who used to write a lesson article in the 
TIMES, and who now is a missionary in 
Hanoi, a large city that is the capital of 
Tonkin in Indo-China. The footnote 
accompanying her editorials said mistaken- 
ly that Mrs. Homer-Dixon is the’ only 
Protestant missionary in Hanoi. She writes 
in correction: 


The footnote stated that I was the only 
missionary living in Hanoi. Thank God, 
this is not the case. There have always 
been a missionary couple in Hanoi, for 
some fifteen or twenty years, namely Mr. 
and Mrs. Cadman. Except for furloughs 
they have made Hanoi their home. They 
are at present in America on furlough, and 
I do hope you can meet them, as they are 
an unusually hard-working and truly con- 
secrated type of missionary. 

Mr. Cadman’s peculiar talent is the work 
of the Printing Press, which he has devel- 
oped to a very high standard, producing a 
remarkable amount of high-quality work 
and best of all issuing many thousands of 
Bibles, and millions of pages of tracts, in 
five or six different languages. . This has 
been an inestimable blessing to all the five 
countries which are comprised in French 
Indo-China. 


In the early days the Cadmans also 


worked for the evangelizing of Hanoi, but 
found the Hanoien very difficult to reach, 
and iater they turned to the villages in the 
belief that the country. people. would be 
more open to the Gospel. About that time, 
I came to Hanoi at the invitation of the 
Cadmans, and, at their suggestion and obe- 
dient to the Lord’s very distinct orders, I 
began work here. The Cadmans, having 
their time fully occupied with Printing 
Press and villages work, handed over to 
me. all responsibility for the city evangel- 
ization work. 


When the Tonkin staff is complete there 
are now supposed to be ten missionaries 
here; but at present (autumn, 1934) all are 
absent except three of us, Mr. and Mrs. 
Pruett and myself. Mr. and Mrs. Pruett 
have replaced the Cadmans in charge of the 
Printing Press and district work, in addi- 
tion to their own great district, densely 
populated, and with a fine prospect spir- 


itually. However, we expect other mis- 
sionaries back in perhaps a couple of 
months. 


But even ten missionaries are a very 
inadequate staff for a field of nearly eight 
million souls belonging to many different 
races! Please pray that God will raise up 
many truly Spirit-filled native workers able 
to preach the Gospel where no foreigners 
could go, and live on what no my wr 3 
could live on. Tonkin’s hope is the - 
anointed native ministry. :

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King Solomon's Copper Mines 


Where the remnants of Palestine’s early inhabitants toiled to pay their tribute money

ERE is the story of the copper mines 
H of King Solomon. The copper from 

these mines is quite realistic to the 
writer, for upon his desk lie two large 
pieces of copper slag from the melting 
furnaces of old King. Solomon at Meneiy- 
yeh near the Gulf.of Akabah, at the north- 
ern end of the Red Sea. 

Professor Nelson Glueck of the Hebrew 
Union College of Cincinnati was associ- 
ated with the late Dr. M. G. Kyle in two 
campaigns at the excavations of Kirjath- 
sepher, Professor Glueck spent the first 
half of last year exploring the lands of 
ancient Edom and the Negeb (the extreme 
southern part of Palestine) seeking to dis- 
cover every ancient village or city in these 
areas. It was while engaged in .this work 
that he discovered .the numerous copper 
mines and melting furnaces which were :the 
property of ‘King Solomon. Most of these 
were located in the Arabah, ‘that great 
gorge which extends from the southern end 
of the Dead Sea southward to the Gulf of 
Akabah. 


Ancient Mining Camps 


About twenty-three miles south of the 
Dead Sea lies ‘Khirbet Hamr Ifdan, which 
seems to have-been:the military post guard- 
ing the northern mines of the ‘Arabah. 
About five miles to the south of it lies 
Khirbet en-Nahas, which being translated 
into English would ‘be “the copper ruin.” 
Here was. a very large «ining settlement 
where the ore was extracted by surface 
mining and where it was also-melted down 
on the spot into commercial copper. At 
this site the: rich copper veins came to the 
surface, thus making the mining. easy. The 
charcoal: necessary. for the: melting: of . the 
ore and the water necessary for the ,work- 
men were near at hand. At other “points 


in the Arabah: the *mines -were sometimes - 


situated at some distance from the melting 
furnaces. 

The type of building on this site leads 
Professor Glueck ‘to ‘the conclusion ‘that the 
mines were worked’by forced ‘labor. One 
thing is certain, the heat of the Arabah is 
so terrific and the water supply ‘so scarce 
during most: ofthe year that no one would 
voluntarily -work ‘there except ‘for exorbi- 
tant wages. ‘We are told in 2 Chron. 8: 7-9 
that King Solomon introduced the corveé 
or forced labor inito-the non-Israelite popu- 
lation of his dominion; and the buildings 
at this mining site resemble a penitentiary. 

Two other mining camps were located 
near Khirbet en-Nahas, and two and a 
half miles south of it was Feinan, which is 
called Punott in Numbers 33:42. This is 
an enormous site for the melting of the 
copper ore which was mined at a distance 
of about three hours to the east. Here 
is “a large mine cut into the face of a 
sandstone cliff.’ There are five large pillars 
upholding the entrance to the mine, which 
runs into the face of the almost vertical 
hill for about/:ferty meters; it is about 


Heat that subdues man and beast and 
withers all green things; statuesque 
lizards frightened into lightning-like

twenty meters wide. The roof inside the 
mine is upheld by numerous pillars similar 
to those at the entrance. They were left 
when the sandstone containing the copper 
ore was mined, in order to prevent the roof 
from caving in The veins of copper ore 
are visible in these pillars, which average 
about two meters in height and about a 
meter. in width.” 

The pottery at Punon shows: that this 
site was also a mining settlement: in the 
days of Abraham, and it is doubtless this 
wealth that Amraphel and his associates 
sought in their campaign through the Ara- 
bah, mentioned in Genesis 14:6, 7. All the 
sites thus far referred to lie in the northern 
half of the Arabah. 

In the southern half of the Arabah lies 
Meneiyyeh, the largest and richest of all 
the mining settlements. It is located about 
twenty. miles north of the Gulf of Akabah 
and-on.the Palestine side of the Arabah. 
“There: is a great acropolis, guarding six 
separate mining camps found within a radi- 
us of several kilometers around it. It also 
guarded the southern approach to the other 
mining camps in the Arabah. The acrop- 
olis is built on top of a high, flat-topped, 
isolated hill, which rises sheer about forty 
meters above the Wadi Meneiyyeh. It 
measures 335 by 130 meters, and the ruins 
of the outer walls can be clearly traced.” 
The’ wadi bed near by is a mass of copper 
ore. Slag heaps from copper furnaces 
have also been found at the north end of 
the Gulf of Akabah, but the mines have 
not yet been located. 


Paying for African Treasures 


It is these copper mines we have been 
describing that were one of the major 
sources of King Solomon’s. wealth. This 
copper he exchanged for the gold of Ophir 
(2 Chron. 8:17, 18; 9:13, 14). His Af- 
rican exchanges were gold, silver, ivory, 
apes, and peacocks (2 Chron. 9: 21). The 
seaports out of which he shipped his copper 
were close to his mines. There were Ezion- 
geber and Eloth on the Gulf ef Akabah. 

Solomon’s use of copper in his temple 
was stupendous when one realizes the cost- 
liness of it in ancient times. Turn to 1 


Kings 7:13 and read through verse 47 to 
get an idea of the wealth of copper used in 
the temple. (The Hebrews had but one 
word for copper and all alloys made with 
it. The translators usually use the word 
“brass” in reference to the copper material 
used in the Temple.) 

It was David who conquered this terri- 
tory but it was Solomon who reaped the 
economic benefit. From the days of Moses 
until David this wealth remained in the 
hands of Edom. After Solomon’s. days 
there was a constant struggle between the 
Israelites and the Edomites as to which 
should control this wealth. The struggle 
for these mines appears to have. been 
brought ‘to a close by the Assyrian con- 
quest of both people, for the mines seem to 
be little used after Assyrian days until 
Nabataean times, that is toward the close 
of the inter-Testament period. 


That “Good Land” 


In the southern part of the Arabah iron: 
ore was found at Hafriyat Ghaydan. Iron 
was also located at sites in Edom as well 
as Moab. It is- these copper and_-iron sites 
to which Moses referred in the final: stanza 
of that literary gem. descriptive of Pales- 
tine in Deuteronomy 8: 7-9: 

“For Jehovah thy God bringeth thee into’ 
a good land, a land of brooks of water, of 
fountains and springs, flowing forth: in 
valleys and hills; a land of wheat and bar- 
ley, and vines and fig-trees and pomegran- 
ates; a land. of olive-trees and honey; a 
land wherein thou shalt eat bread without 
scarceness, thou shalt not lack anything in. 
it; a land whose stones are iron, and out 
of whose hills thou mayest dig copper.” 

Later work by. Professor Glueck also 
lighted up the Exodus story. He found 
that Edom like Moab was a prosperous 
country with strong city life before the 
days of Abraham, but apparently the great 
Hyksos invasion, or some other peoples 
who entered the country about the same 
time, destroyed the cities of Edom and for 
several centuries the land returned to the 
desert. Shortly before the Israelites left 
Egypt, city life suddenly returned to Edom 
just as it is now doing again under the 
British military protection. 

He found the geographic boundaries of 
Edom to be as follows: On the north the 
Wadi el-Hesa, a great canyon whose 
stream flows northwest and enters the 
southern point of the Dead Sea. On the 
south the boundary is the top of the Neqb. 
On the west the Arabah, and on the east 
the line of high hills that separate the abso- 
lute desert from the tillable soil. All of 
these Edomite boundaries were guarded by 
a closely knit line of forts except to the 
west, that is toward the Arabah. Here a 
few forts guarded the rare passes through 
the mountains. 

In commenting upon these Edomite forts 
Professor Glueck states: “As a result of 
the unusually strong military organization 
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of the Edomite kingdom, with its intricate 
system of border fortresses, it becomes 
understandable why the Israelites could not 
go through Edom after transit permission 
had been refused them, but had to go 
around it on their way to the Promised 
Land. Edom was much more strongly 
fortified than Moab, which explains also 
why the Israelites were able to make their 
way through Moabite territory, although

they did not possess the strength to force 
their way through the stronger Edomite 
Kingdom.” 

Within recent years several scholars 
have tried to show that the traditional site 
of Mount Sinai is incorrect and that the 
Israelites journeyed via the Negeb, the 
extreme southern part of Palestine, instead 
of through Sinai proper. Professor 


Glueck’s researches have shown this new 
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theory to be untenable and they corroborate 
the route as it is given in Exodus. The 
researches also show that Edom never con- 
trolled the Negeb, although their success- 
ors, the Nabataeans of Inter-Testament and 
New Testament days, did control a part of 
the Negeb through which their caravans 
carried the precious incense of Arabia to 
the Mediterranean port of Gaza.

Why the Prison Guard Failed to Read My Future

1906. I was born again in the fall of 
1930 in Holmesburg Prison, Philadel- 
phia, There, as I lay in the prison hos- 
pital with a broken head, a broken jaw, 
a lacerated throat, and a few lesser injuries, 
a Spirit of God began to strive with me. 
hat he could see in a heart black with 
hate and full of revengeful plots, only he 
knows. I, the recipient of his grace, am 
not concerned with why he saved me, but 
only in the fact that he did—praise his 
holy Name. 
My purpose in this account is to tell of 
the depths from which God will save, so

that if it falls into the hands of some one © 


who is just as I was, hopeless and helpless, 
on the way to hell, and not caring, he may 
find the One I found, Jesus Christ, the 
Saviour of sinners. 

My father left Italy for America in 
1908. In 1911, my mother, brother, sister, 
and I followed him. On the way to Naples 
to embark, we stopped at a store owned by 
relatives. While everybody else was in 
the rear, I was behind the store counter 
stealing everything I could lay my hands 
on. That is about as far back as I can 
remember, so you see I was a thief at five 
years of age. 

Almost “Man Overboard!’ 

On the ship a half-wit taught me how 
to smoke cigarettes. I stopped when I 
was nine.. One day the ship was lurching 
and I wandered over to the large hole in 
the side of the ship through which the gar- 
bage is thrown. I was leaning half way 
out of that hole when a woman screamed 
and some one grabbed me and drew me 
in. As I look at it now, God was pro- 
tecting me even then. 

We made our home in Philadelphia. My 
older brother soon started going around 
with the boys in the neighborhood. He 
became a thief and was my ideal. He was 
arrested one day, and it threw such a 
scare into him that he reformed. The 
seed was planted in me, however, and I 
set out to emulate him. I was arrested 
the first time when I was nine years of 
age; every two weeks or so after that 
found me in the House of Detention. Al- 
ways I was arrested for stealing. 

When I was twelve I went on a job 
with a boy my own age and another about 
sixteen. We broke into a hardware store 
and came out with guns, bullets, watches, 
and the like. In making our getaway we 
had to climb a fence or two. I was on 


For many years Joe Cellini followed 
the gangster’s crooked passing 
many “stop signs” placed in his way.

top of one of these fences when I heard 
a whistling sound go past my ear, then 
a deafening report. One of the boys had 
been playing with a revolver and the bullet 
missed me by half an inch.’ I was arrested 
that night, and a week later I was on my 
way to reform school. 

Life in the reform school I dread to 
think of even now. It was there that I 
learned many of the things, I was to put 
into practice later. Lying, deceit, stealing, 
seemed to be part of the curriculum. 
When, a few years later, I landed in the 
big prison, I found over a hundred alumni 
of that reform school. 

After eighteen months I was released. 
I was out about thirteen months when I 
was sent back again—this time for two 
and a-half years. 

On my release I organized a small gang 
and started out on a career of crime in 
earnest. I was going strong when the 
motion struck me that I should reform. 
The only way seemed to be in joining the 
Navy. A few days later I was on my way 
to Newport, Rhode Island. Here I stop- 
ped stealing and took on another vice. I 
was always in trouble for fighting. When 
I was there six weeks I got into a fight 
and was sent to the “brig” for three 
months. I was released by Captain Frank 
Taylor Evans, a man who “loves a scrap.” 

Whiie I was at Newport my father was 
killed. I went home and there saw my 
father cold in the coffin. That night I 
went to the house of some friends to dance. 
I was discharged from the Navy presum- 
ably to support my mother, but I never 
even looked for work. I stole everything 
I could get my hands on. More than once 
I robbed my mother. It got so bad that 


finally my mother had me arrested. I was 
sent to the House of Correction. There 
my hands got me into trouble more than 
once, 

I was working in the “Paint-Gang” when 
one day the guard, a white-haired old man, 
said to me, “Joe, I can read your future in 
your face.” I laughed and told him to 
go ahead and tell me what it was. He 
said, “You’ve been to Reform School, now 
you're here; the next stop is the ‘big 
house,’ and then you'll burn.” He does 
not know how nearly his prophecy came 
to being fulfilled. I spent three months 
at the House of Correction — but was not 
corrected, 

On my release I got most of the old 
gang together, and soon there was a minia- 
ture crime wave in our section of the city. 
The police department quarantined the 
neighborhood. Everybody that was caught 
out after eleven-thirty was arrested and 
brought to the station for questioning, 


“Time to Reform” 


November 13 (a Friday), 1925, I was 
arrested and charged with nearly every- 
thing. I was found guilty on one count 
(the first), and sent to Holmesburg Prison 
to spend nineteen months. There the same 
old round of troubles began. I got into 
fight after fight, and one day about fifteen 
jumped all over me with clubs and every- 
thing else they could lay their hands on. 
I came out of that experience with no 
change. ; 

I was out but one month when I was 
sent. back for using a razor on a man in a 


. gang fight. This time I spent a year in 


the prison. 

On my release I decided it was. time 
to reform. I went to the plant of a Chris- 
tian business man and asked the superin- 
tendent for work. As I had worked there 
five or six times before, he refused to give 
me work. I went to the president of the 
firm, told him that I had just been released 
from prison, and asked him for work. He 
called the employment manager and told 
him to give me a job. I never got it. 

At the time I did not need the money 
as much as I needed the work. I was run- 
ning a flourishing dance hall. I saw an 
opening for a larger dance business, so I 
closed up ‘the “Pickwick Club” and went 
searching for a larger place. During this 
time I got in with one of the vilest crowds 
on earth. It is one phase of my life that 
I am particularly ashamed of. We needed 


‘money one day, and I knew where there 
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was: about a thousand dollars cash, so we 
went to get it. I: left my fingerprint on a 
tin security box, and in another week or 
so I was back in Holmesburg, with a sen- 
tence of from three to nine years. 

When I was there about a year, one of 
my worst enemies:came to the prison. One 
day I was on the side of the prison where 
he and his crowd congregated, and about 
fourteen or fifteen of his friends sent me 
to the hospital. As I lay there in the hos- 
pital cot in agony, plans began to take 
shape for revenge. 

I began to think of the terrible predica- 
ment I was in. To insure my safety I 
would have to kill —if I killed I would get 
caught sooner or later —if not that, one 
of my enemies would “get” me, or some 
reputation hunter would take a “pot-shot” 
at me. All around . . . darkness. 

I remembered the man I had asked for 
work, I put the blame for all my troubles 
on him. I determined to write to him. I 
did not expect an answer, but a few days 
later one came. He had ordered the em- 
ployment manager to give me a job. His 
next words gripped me. “You say you 
wanted to go straight; how could you do 
that without the Lord Jesus Christ?” 

I took the letter and showed it to the 
others in the hospital. We all laughed at 
the thought that he was talking “Jesus” to 
such as I was. One man said, “At least, 
he does wish you well.” I thought it over: 
this was the very first time that anyone 
had ever hinted that Christ could help me. 
I was taught that my part was to be good 
and that He would reward me for it. 
Then again, I never thought of being good. 

I wrote to the business man again, and 
a regular correspondence was started. In 
one of his letters he asked if I wanted a 
New Testament. I wrote that I could get 
all the Bibles I wanted to read there in the 
prison. Two weeks later I received a beau- 
tifully bound Scofield Bible. It was my 
first gift. I began to read it. I finished 
it the twenty-first day. In forty-seven days 
I had finished my second reading, and was 
half through it again. Some time in there 
I received my second gift—salvation 
through the blood of Christ. p 

All my troubles were part of a hazy past. 
I told the warden that he would have no 
more trouble with me. He laughed. The 
only advice that stuck with me was to 
“trust Jesus,” —and I did that with all my 
heart. I knew nothing about a definite 
plan of salvation, but I just “trusted.” 

I was transferred to Moyamensing 
Prison, and was there given work. Two 
weeks before I left the prison I gave my 
first testimony. It was at a Salvation 
Army meeting. I was standing on a tier 
— scared almost to dumbness when I said 
my little say. When I reached my cell I 
was so happy I could not sit down—I just 
paced up and down. The radio in the hall 
was playing “Blue Again”; my heart was 
crying, “Born Again.” 

The day after I left the prison I took 
the train for Chicago and the Moody Bible 
Institute. After two and a half blessed 
years I graduated. 

I knew -that I needed more training, 
and where to go next was a problem. One 
place that stood out prominently in. my

| WAS brought up in Moody Church and 

heard the best Gospel preaching in the 
world, but when the truth of our Lord’s 
return was first brought to my attention, 
or by whom, I could never tell. I attended 
the Moody Bible Institute before going to 
college, and there, of course, the Biblical 
teaching on this great theme was clearly 
presented. 

I would say that the most significant 
event in my life regarding my convictions 
concerning the Lord’s return would be that 
wonderful Prophetic Conference held in 
Moody Church in 1914, when I was nine- 
teen years old. It was one of the most 
wonderful meetings I ever expect to attend, 
and the addresses there made a profound 
impression upon me, 

While I have something over three hun- 
dred volumes on prophetic truth in my 
library —I was going to say that I could 
not truly put my hands upon any one of 
them and say that it had marked a crisis 
in my thought concerning the Lord’s re- 
turn; but now that I think about it, that 
would not be a correct statement. While 
at the Institute, Dr. James M. Gray called 
our attention to “Christianity and Anti- 
Christianity in Their Final Conflict,” by 
Dr. Samuel J. Andrews, and I believe that 
that book, more than any other, laid a 
massive and deep foundation in my mind 
upon which all of my prophetic studies and 
convictions have since been built. The 
more one realizes the tendencies of today, 
and begins to comprehend the teachings of 
the Scriptures in the matters of eschatology, 
the more he appreciates the marvelous 
grasp of prophetic truth revealed in this 
epochal volume.

HAVE believed in Christ’s return ever 

since I believed in his resurrection. He 
who kept his word to come back from 
the grave will keep his promise to come’ 
back from Heaven. 

Further, is it believable that when things. 
he foretold in detail about others were so 
literally fulfilled, those he said about him- 
self will fail? Remember: 

How he promised escape from Jeru- 
salem to all who would heed his warning 
and flee from the city at the impossible 
time when they saw it “surrounded with 
armies” and would not then delay long 
enough even to get their clothing; this 
promise was fulfilled by the temporary 
withdrawal of the investing army of Ces- 
tius Gallus from Jerusalem (which .Jose- 
phus, ignorant of our Lord’s words, de- 
clares was inexplicable) ; 

How his word that the Temple should be 
utterly destroyed came true in spite of the 
military orders and personal efforts of 
Titus as part of a “bucket brigade” to save 
it? 

How his word that Jerusalem should not 
be restored as the place of worship and oc- 
cupation by the Jews, but should be trodden 
down by the Gentiles until the times of the 
Gentiles should be fulfilled, prevailed over 
even the direct effort of the Emperor Julian 
to rebuild the Temple and restore the Jews 
to Jerusalem, which the infidel historian 
Gibbon tells us was designed as an “argu- 
ment against faith in prophecy and revela- 
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tion,” but whose defeat, he declares, is 
something to “convince a believing and 
astonish a skeptical mind.” 

Shall, then, the Lord’s only averment 
under oath fail to come to pass? 

When statements made in ordinary speak- 
ing and conversation were fulfilled, will 
the declaration that he was coming again 
in the clouds of Heaven, after being ad- 
jured by the high priest in the name of the 
Most High God, which cost him his life 
(or rather “accomplished his death accord- 
ing to the Scriptures”) and caused the 
high priest to rend his clothes and the San- 
hedrin to return by acclamation a judgment 
of death for blasphemy, prove but an empty 
boast to his judge and a false promise to 
his martyr followers? 

When the prophecies about the shameful 
death of the cross were fulfilled to the de- 
tails of the nail-and the dice, will those 
about the “glory that should follow” fall 
short, and the now so nearly completed 
epic of redemption lack its glorious climax?

i IS more than fifty years since L began 
to study the truth of the Lord’s coming.

And he smote Peter on the side 
(Acts 12:7). 


HE word for smote is pataras, smote 

him a heavy, even crushing blow. It 
is the word used by Stephen to describe 
the blow with which Moses killed the 
Egyptian (Acts 7:24). 
used in order to show that Peter was not 
dreaming. It was no gentle tap, which 
might be mistaken for a thought in sleep, 
but a vigorous and undoubted blow. 


So that from his {[Paul’s] body were 
brought into the sick handkerchiefs or 
aprons, and the diseases departed from 
them, and the evil spirits went out of 
them (Acts 19: 12). 


HESE were Paul’s sudaria, handker- 

chiefs for wiping the sweat of labor; 
Paul’s simikinthia, semi-cincta, “half-gird- 
ling” garments or aprons, the aprons he 
used when he was sewing goatskins. They 
were symbols of his manual labor and of 
his self-denying devotion. The evil spirits 
went out. Paul they knew and Paul’s gar- 
ments, 


This ts that Moses, which said unto 
the children of Israel, A prophet shall

- of your brethren, like unto me; him 
shall ye hear (Acts 7:37). 


OSES was asteois to Theo, fair in 

God’s sight (Acts 7:20). So Luke 
had written of the boy Jesus that he in- 
creased in favor with God. Moses was 
learned in all the wisdom of Egypt and 
was mighty in words. They wondered 
at the gracious words. which proceeded 
out-of the mouth of the Lord Jesus. They 
were astonished at his doctrine, for he 
taught as one having authority. They 
asked, “Whence has this man this wis- 
dom?” 

This Moses whom they refused saying, 
“Who made thee a prince and a judze over 
us?” the same did God send to be a ruler 
and a deliverer. The word for deliver is 
lutroten. It is related to lutron, a ransom, 
the word of Mark 10:45, “To give his 
life a ransom for many.” So Jehovah, 
also rejected as God of the theocratic 
covenant, appears in the person of Christ 
as the Redeemer and Ruler. 

How many echoes of this verse we get 
in Acts! “Therefore let all the house of 
Israel know assuredly, that God hath made 
thet same Jesus, whom ye have crucified, 
both Lord and Christ” (2:36). “For he 
supposed his brethren would have under- 
stood,” said Stephen (7:25), “how that 
God by his hand would deliver them” (lit- 
erally, “would give them salvation,” didosin 
autois soteria), “but-they understood not.” 
What a succinct statement of the Lord 
Jesus’ rejection by his brethren!

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


AST week we studied Peter of Pen- 
L tecost, the inspired preacher who was 

the central: figure in the supernatural 
demonstrations attending the birth of the 
Christian Church. This week the same 
Peter, with sober, serious words, teaches 
us: good citizenship and temperance. Un- 
fortunately the word “Pentecost” today is 
too often associated with an unhealthy 
reaching after supernatural signs, in the 
energy of the human spirit. But an experi- 
ence of the true Pentecost makes a man 
a good citizen. A true experience of the 
supernatural gives power to meet properly 
all the obligations of the natural world. 
At Pentecost they accused those filled with 
the Spirit of. being drunk with new wine. 
The exhilaration of liquor is Satan’s imi- 
tation of the true and needed. stimulation 
brought by the Spirit of God. 


The Historical Setting 

We have judged that Peter wrote his 
first letter about A. D. 65. The Jewish 
believers to whom he wrote, and the Gen- 
tile believers associated with them, were 
facing persecution, perhaps the great per- 
secution that broke out under Nero, in 
A. D. 64.

1 Peter 2: 11 --Dearly beloved, I beseech 
you. A. tender, gentle note runs through 
all Peter’s writing, along with his charac- 


teristic vigor. As strangers and pilgrims.: 


As sojourners, men whose citizenship is 
in another country; as pilgrims, men liv- 
ing in a foreign land. Peter refers to 
this as the well-known character of Chris- 


1Gr., creation. 
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tian believers in this present evil age. As 
our Lord was, so are we, because of our 
relationship to that unseen world (study 
John 17: 16; Lev. 25: 23; 1 Chron. 29: 15; 
Psa. 39:12; ‘119:19; 2 Cor. 5:6; Heb. 
11:13; 1 Pet. 1:17). Abstain. from fleshly 
lusts. Paul puts the same exhortation 
thus: “By the Spirit . . put to death the 
doings of the body” (Rom. 8:13). For 
lists of these fleshly lusts see Romans 1: 
28-32; Galatians 5: 19-21; Colossians 3: 
5-9;.1 Peter 4:3. Which war against 
the soul. There is a constant fight, for 
the enemies of the soul are not passive. 


Verse 12.—Having your conversation 


“honest among the Gentiles. Having your 


behavior, or manner of life, honorable or 
becoming before unbelievers, in contrast 
to what it once was (1:18). Unbelievers 
are quick to notice inconsistent conduct 
on the part of professing Christians. They 
speak against you as evildoers. They called 
the Lord himself an evildoer (John 18: 
30). Because the conduct of Christians 
was different from theirs, rejecting all 
the heathen customs, even their good was 
called evil. They may by your good works 
.. . glorify God in the day of visitation. 
A fulfillment of Matthew 5:16. This 
seems to refer especially to the Gentiles 
who will be led to accept Christ through 
the testimony of the good lives of Chris- 
tians, the day of visitation being the day 
of God’s mercy upon them (Luke 19: 44). 
Those who reject will in the day of judg- 
ment give glory to God also (2 Cor. 2: 
14-16). 


Verse 13.—Submit yourselves to every 
ordinance of man. The ordinances of hu- 
man government and the regulations of 
human affairs were to be observed by 
Christians as good citizens. Their enemies 
accused them of disregarding or opposing

This does not 
put approval on Nero, the monster who 
then sat on the throne, but is God’s author- 
ization of human government as such.

Verse 15.—With well doing ye may put 
to silence the ignorance of foolish men. 
The world does not understand the children 
of light (1 John 3:1). Let us pity their 
ignorance and foolishness, and seek to witt 
them, answering their accusation by good 
deeds that will contradict their foolish 
charges. 

Verse 16.—As free. Free from the bond- 
age of sin, and free from the bondage 
of the law because we serve God. out of 
a heart of love, which is the fulfilling of 
the law (Gal. 5:1, 22, 23). Not using 
your liberty for a cloke of maliciousness. 
The Devil will turn liberty into license, 
making it an occasion for the flesh (Gal. 
5:13, 14). 

Verse 17.—Honour all men. Christ hon-- 
ored humanity by becoming man. We are 
giving honor to each according as is due 
him, even to the very humblest, because he 
is man made in the image of God and cap- 
able of redemption (Rom. 13:7). Love 
the brotherhood. There is a special love 
of fellowship possible to those who be- 
long to Christ. Note the clear testimony 
against the dangerous view of “universal 
brotherhood.” The reverential love that 
will fear to offend him. Honour the king. 
He, as to his position, is a minister of 
God (Rom, 13:4). 


Chapter 4: 1.—Forasmuch then as Christ 
hath suffered for us in the flesh.

Christ’s death and resurrection for us has 
just.been discussed. Arm yourselves like- 
wise with the same mind. Christ has been 
presented as our great example in suffer- 
ing. We are to take up our cross and fol- 
low him, having fellowship with his suf- 
ferings, and separated from the world. He 
that hath suffered in the flesh hath ceased 
from sin. Christ. died unto sin, and we 
died with him, thus we are set free from 
sin’s penalty and power, and now we are 
to live after the Spirit not after the flesh 
(v. 2; cf. Rom. 6: 1-4, 19; 7: 4-6; 8: 1-13). 

Verse 3.—Lasciviousness, lusts, excess of 
wine, revcllings, banquetings, and abom- 
inable idolatries. This describes exactly 
the way the children of the world live to- 
day, except that in civilized countries they 
do not connect it with their idolatrous wor- 
ship. 

Verse 4.—They think it strange that ye 
run not with them. So today Christians 
are criticized as narrow and extreme when 
they separate from the so-called “pleasures 
of the world.” 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Peter, who used the keys to open the 
doors of the Kingdom of God, at the same 
time operied the doors to victorious living 
in this present evil age. A Christian is to 
be filled with the Spirit,. living in the 
heavenly places with his Lord. But a Chris- 
tian is also to be awake to every obligation 
in his everyday life. One of his most 
important obligations is to his country. He 
is to be a good citizen, subject to all 
the ordinances of man. He is to love men, 
and yet to be utterly separated from the 
lusts of the flesh. The Christian life is a 
balanced life, safeguarded against all un- 
balanced views. The Scriptures teach sub- 
jection to the state, separation from: world- 
liness, and love and service to all men. 
Separation and self-control are the keys 
to a victorious life of liberty and of serv- 
ice, in an evil and intemperate world.

business leaders, who saw the devastation 
that liquor brought among the workers. 
Today, excessive drinking is becoming a 
commonplace in all big business conventions 
and in informal gatherings of business men. 
A Christian salesman who holds one of 
the highest records in his line finds him- 
self and his wife the only abstainers in 
all the conventions. Another Christian 
salesman recently said that practically all 
of the men with whom he comes in contact 
count it part of the business to carouse 
into the small hours of the morning. 

The Christian and Government. A 
Christian should be subject to his govern- 
ment in all things that do not contradict 
the will of God. Peter, as well as Paul, 
recognized that government must. maintain 
law and order, and to that end armed force 
is necessary (Rom. 13: 1-4). Some of the 
movements today contrary to Scripture 
are: Communism, teaching the destruction 
of. government; Romanism, teaching the 
domination of government by the church; 
Modernism, teaching union with the State 
and the world; Pacifism, teaching that all 
force is wrong. 


Practical and Personal Applications ; 


Be filled with love. That is, “Be filled 
with the Spirit.” This is the one safeguard 
against walking: after the flesh. 

“Put to death the doings of the body.” 
Our stand must be uncompromising against 
fleshly lusts. But we must do it “by the 
Spirit,” not in our own energy (Rom. 
8:13). 

As sojourners and pilgrims, separate 
from the world. This means exactly what 
it says. When we find that modern movies, 
the modern dance, modern card playing, 
modern styles of dressing, modern swim- 
ming beaches, modern use of tobacco, mod- 
ern drinking, and many other forms of 
impurity, belong to the world, and are 
at war against the spiritual life, there is 
but one thing for a Christian to do: sep- 
arate from them; put them to death. Do 
it by choosing the things of the Spirit. 

Use self-control in the legitimate desires 
of .the body. There are legitimate. desires: 
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to enjoy things with our body, to get 
money, to excell in all our activities. These 
should be exercised for God’s glory and 
controlled by the Spirit. 


Fight the legalized liquor traffic. This 
traffic has always been, and always wi! 
be, on the side of unrighteousness in the 
fight between God and Satan.

Along with the use of wine goes in- 
evitably “excess of wine”; that is why a 
Christian must let it alone. 


The best that worldly wisdom can say: 
“Be not drunk with wine.” But God says, 
“Be not drunk with wine . . but be 
filled with the Spirit” (Eph.

have, was given to this new law. Yet 
the old: fetlow- in. the top: hat and tight 


pants. and: long coat tails. did. not have 
the - abdominal equipment: ‘to enforce - his 


law. If a man deliberately breaks one of 
the Ten Commandments, he is likely to 


break: others; and: perhaps. alk of«them:-.-Hi- 


a man can safely flout one of Uncle. Sam’s 
laws he will flout more of them... -And 
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the criminal records show that he did and 
does. Now Ruin is back and. lawlessness 
runs wild. 

. The leading flouters have, been .those 
whose names are collected and spread by 
the newspaper’s Society Reporter and who 
now have their “cocktail hours.” The folks 
down town read of the cocktail parties and 
champagne dinner dances, and so the Occos 
and Eskys and the Sambos and others say, 
“If the Quality goes in for drink, gam- 
bling, and so forth, why not us?” So he 
bootlegs, racketeers, kidnaps, sticks-em-up, 
grabs and runs with a clear conscience, 
pointing to the folks on the “Gold Coast,” 
“Main Line,” “Back Bay,” or wherever 
the Quality does its commandment smash- 
ing. 

The only marked difference is that while 
Quality confines itself largely to the First 
Table the Under World gives most atten- 
tion to the Second Table.

Ed, a shadow, or a varmint, or a 
wisp of the night wind, and he pulled his 
trusty gun “for protection” — and in some 
way shot himself through the hand! 

I have traveled lonely roads at all hours.

any sort of gun. Dear old Mother Ridg- 
way would stand for almost’ everything: 
with her “Willie-boy,” but she drew the 
line good .and firm and distinct. on -guns. 
“You might get mad and shoot somebody 
and go to. jail, or. get careless and shoot’ 
yourself and go to your grave.”

The virtue of this arming is that it 
makes a man a blessing to himself and’ 
to every one with whom he comes into 
contact. The one great trend of this mind 
can be put down in the beautiful word 
“helpfulness.”

“Neither cast ye your pearls before swine.” 
How often’ we used to see the fine young 
man from a good home lying in the gutter,’ 
where the bartender had thrown him when 
his money was gone,

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Beginning: The Law. 
Discussion: What are the laws of God 


and the state that a fellow is most likely 
to break? 


Objective: Law observance from the 
heart. 


AY, fellows, the law, like everything 
else that comes from God, is your 
friend. God is the author of law and order, 
He has assigned the administration of the 
law to human authorities. When you honor 
the law, you honor God; when you dis- 
honor the law, you dishonor God. The 
Lord Jesus was very particular to observe 
and to obey the law—the law given 
through Moses, and the law administered 
by the state. Even though he, as the Son 
of God, was above the law, he honored it 
and observed it because the authority of 
the law is of God. He did not need to be 
baptized, but he permitted John to baptize 
him, saying, “Suffer it to be so now: for 
thus it becometh us to fulfil all righteous- 
ness” (Matt. 3:15). And when Peter 
came to him about the taxes, he arranged 
for Peter to pay them, though he was tax 
free, for he said in substance just what 
Peter is teaching us here in his epistle 
(1 Pet. 2: 16)—We will not use our liberty 
for a cloak, but as servants of God. The 
Lord was very careful that his law-abiding 
should be apparent even to ignorant men. 
Now, fellows, if the Lord Jesus Christ 
felt that way about the law, what folly for 
you or me to feel that we can ignore it! 
Sometimes I see fellows who seem to think 
it is smart to defy the law; they swell up 
and puff out as though it made them bigger. 
Let me tell you, brother, it takes a bigger 
man to recognize and obey the law than 
to evade it. To obey the law, no matter 
what it costs, shows self-control. It shows 
those sterling qualities in a fellow that 
make for greatness: patience, understand- 
ing, obedience. It shows the kind of fellow 
who would be a good citizen even if there 
had been no law on the statute books; be- 
cause the law of God is written in his heart 
and “none of his steps shall slide” (Psa.

DANIEL 
Reading Lesson: Daniel 1-12. 


ANIEL was probably. the greatest 

statesman in all history, whether con- 
sidered from the extent of his rule or the 
wisdom of his administration (Dan. 6: 4, 
5). He was taken captive in the first 
year of Nebuchadnezzar (about 606 B.C.), 
and for seventy years, with some inter- 
mission, he continued the dominating power 
in the world empires of Babylon and 
Medo-Persia. But for us, Daniel is pre- 
eminently “Daniel the Prophet,” as our 
Lord named him (Matt. 24:15). 

The first six chapters of the book are 
called “historical’; but the historical 
events contain prophetic pictures; and in 
the second chapter, containing Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s dream of the great image, is the 
outline of all the prophecy of the book. 
From chapters 7 to 12 are four visions of 
Daniel: 1, The four beasts. 2. The ram 
and he-goat. 3. The seventy weeks. 4. 
The final vision of great warfare.

Gentiles, from the first year of Nebuchad- 
nezzar until Antichrist is destroyed by the 
Lord Jesus at his coming, and the. ever- 
lasting kingdom of God is set up upon the 
earth. Four world empires, and four only, 
span this period, Babylon, Medo-Persia, 
Greece, and Rome. In all the visions at- 
tention is centered on the latter end of this 
fourth empire. Since it is the final world 
empire, we are to look for a revival of the 
Roman empire, 

There are two keys to help in the under- 
standing of these visions. One is that they 
all move toward a climax in the latter days, 
which is the goal and main emphasis of the 
prophecies (Dan. 2:28, 20, 45; 7: 19-27; 
8:26; 10:14; 12:1-4). The other key is 
that there are two great figures in the con- 
flict — Satan’s king and God’s King— 
Antichrist and Christ. The “little horn” 
of chapter 7 is the Antichrist, the Man of 
Sin, the Beast out of the Sea of Revelation 
13. The “little horn” of chapter 8 is Anti- 
ochus Epiphanes, the Old Testament Anti- 
christ, a type of the great final ruler. 

Daniel himself is gloriously linked with 
all of his prophecy, and stands out as one 
of the stars that shine for ever and ever 
(Dan. 12: 3).

Reaching Our Constituency 
By Clarence H. Benson 


HE most startling revelation of the 

last census of the United States was 
that sixteen states actually showed a de- 
crease in Sunday school enrollment. The 
most staggering, stunning fact furnished by 
the latest church statistics was that the ten 
main denominations in the United States, 
having 15,086,680 enrolled in their Sunday 
schools, only gained 6,403 pupils in 1933. 
One of these denominations, which in 1900 
reported nearly an equal number in the 
church and Sunday school, last year re- 
vealed the fact that the enrollment of the 
schools was 378,504 less than its church 
membership. 

‘What will become of the churches if we 
do not enlarge and extend tHe Sunday 
school? What will become of the nation 
if we do not reach, teach, and evangelize 
the multitudes of boys and girls who are 
growing up without God? Every. Sunday 
school superintendent must recognize that 
twice as many children are without as 
within ‘his Sunday school. If his present 
enrollment. is 400, the constituency for 
which he is responsible is 1,200. 

Only in so far as a church and pastor 
co-operate with the superintendent, in his 
great missionary obligation for the wun- 
reached in his community, can they be 
acquitted of a respdnsibility for the pres- 
ent neglect of religious instruction for the 
youth of America. No minister ever gave 
his superintendent more loyal support in 
this task than Spurgeon, the peerless 
preacher. Speaking on this subject he said: 

“My advice is, get the children to come 
to your school and do anything to effect 
it. Why, if I could not get people to come 
to my place by preaching in a black coat, 
I would have regimentals tomorrow. I 
would have a congregation somehow. Go 
and get the children in. In London we are 
having a canvass, and you ought to have a 


canvass of every country village, and of. 
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every market town, and get every child you 
can. Go and catch them anyhow. There is 
no law against it. You may do what you 
like in battle. All is fair against-the Devil. 
Therefore get the children, and get them 
anyhow.”

HE word “temptation” is used in the 

Bible in two senses, and both senses 
are found in the verses assigned for our 
Scripture lesson. The meaning that we 
usually associate with temptation is that 
ef solicitation to evil. It is so used in 
the Bible in Genesis 3:1-6; Matthew 4: 
1; 1 Corinthians 10: 13; 2 Corinthians 11: 
3, 4; James 1:13, 14. 

The other meaning of the word -“temp- 
tation,” as used in the Bible, is plainly 
shown to be that of testing under trial. 
We find the word used in this sense in 
Genesis 22:1; Luke 22:28; 4:2; 1 Peter 
1:6, and James 1:2-4. - Since the first 
sense of solicitation to evil is obviously 
the one intended for our thought under 
this week’s topic, let us dismiss the sec- 
ond meaning with the mere recognition of 
what it is, and where some of the Bible 
passages are that so use it. 

mi 

Four’ sources are indicated in the Bible 
for that temptation which is solicitation 
to evil. Satan himself is the arch tempter 
(1 Chron, 21:1; Matt. 4:1, 11; Mark’1: 
12, 13; Luke 4:1, 13; 22:31). The very 
name “devil” means “traducer,” or “slan- 
derer.” But, if Satan is the arch tempter, 
his followers, or fallen angels and demons, 
and even human beings under his control 
are also used for the purpose of temptation. 
Paul reminds us that we “wrestle not 
against flesh and blood, but against prin- 
cipalities, against powers, against the rulers 
of the darkness of this world, against spir- 
itual wickedness in high places” (Eph. 6: 
12). Peter, you will remember, was used 
by Satan to tempt the Lord Jesus not to 
go to the cross. 

The fourth source of temptation James 
points. out in our Scripture lesson for this 
week to be our own evil natures. You 
may remember the story of the little girl 
who had taken a piece of cake without 
her mother’s permission and had then de- 
nied taking it. The mother was’ seeking

But, like a golden star of hope and 
promise in this dark picture of the pow- 
erful forces of temptation arrayed against 
us, and our own inborn tendency toward 
sin, is the Bible reveiation concerning our 
great Helper and Deliverer in the time 
of temptation.

Again we find, “There hath no tempta- 
tion taken you but such as is common to 
man: but God is faithful, who will not 
suffer you to be tempted above that ye 
are able; but will with the temptation also 
make a way to escape, that ye may be 
able to bear it” (1 Cor. 10:13). The 
“way to escape” is the Lord Jesus him- 
self, who is that sixfold armor which God 
has. provided. for us, that we. may stand 
against the wiles of the Devil: (Eph: 6: 
11-18).

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. Old Jerry

pPATCHES of deep blue were sown 
thick among the rain-gray clouds of 
that autumn sky, and the country was 
bright with fall flowers as we started for 
the Barrens. 

Once, we passed a tiny cape running into 
the Rancocas, that was fairly aflame with 
wild sunflowers. Then there were yellow 
asters, like newly. minted gold coins; blaz- 
ing star, with its tall wands covered with 
lilac blossoms, while everywhere were the 
butter-yellow blossoms of the fern-leaved 
false foxglove. 

The woods were a vast tapestry spread 
out on either side of us, stained and dyed 
deep with the colors of fall. 

The black oaks were dragon’s blood, the 
scrub oaks a peach-red, filmed with gold, 
while the trifurcated (three-pointed) leaves 
of the Spanish oaks showed russet-yellow 
overlaid with green. 

Some of the swamp maples were masses 
of sunshine-yellow, others a deep crimson, 
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and the star-leaves of the sweet gums were 
foyal purple. Of them all, only the cat 
briar, with its triangular, rubbery leaves 
and stem like green barbed wire,- achieved 
pure scarlet, while the leaves of another 
despised shrub, the pokeberry, under the 
frost fire, flamed into a carmine-purple 
above and a Tyrian-rose beneath. 

We lunched at my cabin hidden among 
the stained leaves of scrub oak, post oak, 
aspen, black gum, sweet gum, and gray 
birch. Then we started for the Plains, 
that strange bit of country where all the 
trees are dwarfed. 

On our way we stopped at Upper Dam 
and beside a lonely pond admired two im- 
mense holly trees, the “greenwood - tree” 
of old England, the largest that I have 
ever seen in this country. On the dam we 
came upon a deep trench where some heavy 
body had dragged itself across the sand. 
There was a tail mark and the tracks 
of wide, flat paws set at obtuse angles to 
the body, and I recognized the rare trail 
of the otter, the first that I have ever 
seen in the Barrens. 

Farther on we came to a. wide bog 
crossed by a dike. There a..dark brown 
bird, streaked with buff, dropped into the 
marsh and, thrusting his yellow bill straight 
up into the air, stood motionless, looking 
exactly like a stake in the long grass. We 
recognized it as the American. bittern, 

I remember. finding a nest of one in 
Wolf Island Marsh in northern New Jer- 
sey. There, too, I saw one “boom,” a 
rarer. sight than the drumming of a ruffed 
grouse .or. the- vespers -of a woodcock. 
Hunching his long neck far down between 
his .shoulders,. he -suddenly thrust: it up. 
As each section straightened there sounded 
across: the marsh-a thudding, bubbling note, 
which seemed to come from underground. 
Suddenly. he stopped “booming” and, hunch- 
ing his neck, stepped stealthily like a little, 
old, bent man into the sedges and. dis- 
appeared. 

As we made. our way out to the center 
of the marsh, four. snow-white birds flap-. 
ped by overhead, and we recognized them 
as American egrets, those lovely Southern 
herons which find their way North every 
summer. Then a black duck flew by, and 
three killdeers gave their wild, lonely call 
from mid-sky over the bog. ie ile, 

At last we reached George Cranmer’s 
house, one hundred and fifty years old. 
George is a little younger than his house, 
but not much, a fine old scout who was 
born on the Plains and knows more about 
them than any man living. 

On his barn was nailed the body of a 
great hawk which a friend of his had run 
down with a car, while it was feeding 
upon a rabbit in the middle of a sand road. 
It was so dark that at first we thought 
it a specimen of the rough-legged hawk, 
a rare Western species, but the legs were 
not feathered down to the toes, and we 
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finally identified it as an immature red- 
tailed hawk. 

George took us to meet Uncle Lee St. 
Clair, who lives by himself half a mile 
up the road: ‘Ten years ago Lee came to 
the Plains to die, but has never had a 
sick day since, and is now eighty-two years 
old and has highly resolved to live to be 
a hundred or die in the attempt. Not long 
ago some one offered him a_ substantial 
sum for his land. Lee refused it scorn- 
fully. 

“Twenty years from now,” he said, “I'll 
get ten times that much for it.” 

“Deer,” said George, in answer to a 
question, “there’s more deer, that is, this 
year than any year in the Plains, that is. 
One on ’em, that is, keeps prankin’ ’round 
my place. T’other night, that is, he et up 
most o’ my parsley bed. In winter time, 
that is, he girdles my peach trees, that is, 
an’ he’s got a head o’ horns like a moose. 
He’s been ’round here for ten years, that is. 
~The boys call him Old Jerry, an’ there’s 
been more loads of buck-shot, that is, 
wasted on him than would kill ten ordinary 
deer. Some folks, they do say he ain’t a 
reg’lar deer, but a ‘hant, that is, an’ that 
he must be shot with a silver bullet, but 
ho one ain’t got any silver nowadays, that 
is.”

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His advice was followed for over thirty 
years, Thousands of people promised first 
to use strong liquors -“temperately,” - but 
drunkenness continued. Then they pledged 
themselves to use no “ardent spirits.” Hun- 
dreds of temperance societies with thou- 
sands of members signed that pledge. 

But they could not save the drunkards. 
As soon as a reformed drunkard touched 
beer, wine, or cider he fell again into 
drunkenness. But worse still, many young 
people taking wine at parties went on tak- 
ing more and more until they, too, became 
drunkards. 

The temperance people began to see that 
they could not ask drunkards to refuse to 
drink wine and cider as long as they them- 
selves drank them. And they saw that it 
did no good to urge the temperate use of 
these lighter drinks, for something in these 
drinks weakened the self-restraint needed 
to keep from intemperance. 

So, one hundred years ago, after more 
than thirty years of trying to stop intem- 
perance by abstaining from hard liquors 
only, the temperance societies, one after 
another, adopted the pledge of total absti- 
nence, Their numbers increased and total 
abstinence became fashionable. 

With the Civil War came changes that 
overthrew much of their good results, 
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A Beer Slogan Dissected.—The British 
brewers have put out this beer slogan: 
“Malt for digestion; hops for appetite; 
sugar for energy; yeast for vitality.” A 
beer devotee challenged a British public 
analyst to find anything wrong with it. 

The analyst replied that-it was all wrong, 
that beer contained neither yeast, sugar, 
nor malt. In the brewing process, he said, 
the extract of malt is boiled and this kills 
the diastase, which is its digestive prin- 
ciple; after cooling, the sweet liquid is 
fermented, which decomposes its sugar, 
forming alcohol and gas; and as for the 
yeast, the brewer does all he can to get rid 
of it, because it would make the beer 
muddy. 

“At least there is hops,” the challenger 
maintained, “Yes, for those who have 
acquired a liking for the bitter flavor of 
hops,” the analyst.granted, “and,” he added, 
“alcohol to intoxicate.” 

He might have added also that beer 
contains lupulin, a hop ingredient related 
to hashish, which adds to the‘ blunting or 
dulling effect of the alcohol.

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to. license the sale of.anything that caused 
as much harm to health and happiness as 
resulted from alcoholic drinks. The State 
therefore passed a law forbidding their sale 
to be licensed. The liquor traffic and friends 
of the traffic opposed the laws. 

It was argued that the law would lead 
people who wanted alcoholic drinks to buy 
“hard liquors,” because it was easier to 
sell them on the sly than it was to market 
the more bulky weaker liquors, Finally 
(1870-1873), the Chairman of the State 
Board of Health recommended changing 
the law to permit the sale of beer and wine. 
This was done, and in a short time drunk- 
enness and all the evils that go with it 
sprang up alarmingly in the towns that 
licensed the sale of beer. In addition, it 
was easy for the beer sellers to sell hard 
liquors illegally without detection from the 
police. Drunkenness and intemperance 
grew apace, and in 1884 the medical leader 
who had advocated letting in beer and wine, 
Dr. Henry I. Bowditch, publicly proclaimed 
that he had changed his former opinion, 
At a hearing before the Legislature he 
stated, as reported in The Boston Herald 
(March ro, 1884), that “the idea of en- 
couraging the use of light wines and lager 
beer, with a view of decreasing intemper- 
ance, is a delusion and a humbug. The in- 
crease in the sale of lager beer has, in his 
opinion, led certainly to no diminution in 
the number of grog shops, and has rather 
increased than diminished intemperance, as 
his own observation in Boston has shown; 
and the statistics from-California seem to 
show the.same results from the use of light 
wines.” 
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
